I was with Captain Croze during tne time spent- ^tnere 
visiting various units attending liaison and Special otaff 
meetings each day and keeping in close contact with the ULC. 

I assisted in the interrogation oi certain agents and 
e scared nrisoners who had passed through the Gorman lines, 
interrogated various Italians, among them was mince Borghese. 

Ve were constantly under artillery fire during day and night and 
various air raids. Some of the most severe fighting took place 
during these sixteen days - shells fell very close to us on 
several occasions. One L.S.T. boat on which I returned from 
Ei-tr first trip was hit by a shell and set on firej five men were 
killed. 

Vje underwent an air raid upon my return from the second 
trip and one Gemaan plane was brought down into the sea by anti- 
aircraft fire from the L.3.T.

1. Subject officer entered this hospital* 22 March 1945 
with a history of a simple fracture of his left tibia and fibula, 
incurred in a jeep accident near Florence* Italy* 27 October 1944 
On admission* he was walking with a long weight bearing caliper 
and the fri ctures were clinically solid. Flexion oi tne Knee was 
limited to about 60 degrees. He was given bakes and massage to 
the knee region. At the time of thxS admission he was complain— 
ing of hoarseness and examination of his larynx showed a small 
polyp on tne right vocal cord. This was removed and microscopic 
examination showed no evidence of malignancy. He was discharged 
to duty 4 April 1945. 

2. This officer returned to this hospital, 7 June 1945* 
requesting follow up examination as an out patient, he was walk- 
ing without a brace hut with a ratner marked limp. He complained 
of pain in the left knee and ankle on weight bearing. Examination 
showed a range of motion of tne xnee from complete extension to 
within i0 degrees of complete flexion. There was 1/2 inch atrophy 
of the lower tnigh. The left leg was about 3/4 inch short part- 
ially aooouuting for the limp. The fractures were cxinioally 
solid. The left ankle was moderately swollen ana in rather severe 
pronation. Examination of his larynx showed no evidence of re- 
currence of the polyp removed from his right vocal cora. 

3. The following are reports of A-rays taken during his 
two visits here: 

22 March 1945* "There is a complete oblique fracture 
of the tibia 7" distal to the knee joint, ana also a fracture 
of the fibular neck.
